The  heuso  in  which  I  w-s  livifl  overlooked  this 
compound*  oi.o  day,  in  the  early  or  middle  yurt  of  iky,  Just  as  it  was 
jrowiivj  d.j*k  about  Jj  or  6  p.m, y  i  heurd  oeix  allots  fired  from  within 
the  coi^cur.d.  on  hearing  this,  i  went  to  an  upstairs  window  whore  I 
saw  sever.  ;  orsens  in  the  custody  <4*  about  six  Japanese  who  were  wearing 
i  raincoats.  The  prisoners  were  Icinc  blindfoldod  with  strips  torn  from 
a  blanket.  i  could  not  recognise  cny  of  the  prisoners  us  they  wore  about 
>  130  yards  away, 

It.o  first  prisoner  I  saw  toinp,  executed  by  n  trench  was  shot 
at  with  a  pistol  at  close  run,jc,  sovoral  sliots  boin^  fired.  Tuo  more 
prisenars  were  brought  by  tlic  tronch  and  they  woro  shot  at  by  scue  japs 
who  woro  under  a  bic  tree,  those  jnps  rested  their  rifles  on  the  troe 
roots  and  fired  at  tho  prisoners.  This  v.’as  repeated  with  the  remaining 
prisoners. 

..ftcr  the  execution  was  over  the  japs  returned  to  their 
quarters  in  tho  compound*1  Theso  japs  v/oro  Kempoi  Tai  personnel  and  v/crc 
the  lust  jap.  nese  troops  in  TH.m.  .VJ)DY.  I  do  not  know  any  of  their 
nones  except  one,  whose  n^.x  was  s/pto  a.ITO,  but  he  did  not  belong  to 
the  iDei^ci  Tai.  I  do  not  knew  the  unit  fret:  which  he  cuix. 

The  majority  of  tho  civilians,  including ysclf,  left  TTiJlIb.- 
*J)DY  after  this  incidont,  tfhor.  1  came  back  to  TrbJCb.'hDDY,  I  rxt  semo 
people  who  were  oxhumir*,  tho  bodies  j  u  TH"s  wife  identified  her 
husband's  body,  and  ho  was  cremated  just  roar  the  trench.  There  wus 
also  another  trench  noarb:  which  contained  the  body  of  u  TO  IIL.  LIT. 

I  saw  hi3  body,  and  the  houd  was  atxohod  and  tho  skull  appoared  to  bo 
broken.
